Medical  Officer’s  Report 

For  the  year  ending,  December,  1909. 


To  the  Tunstall  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  my  Eighteenth 
Annual  Report  of  the  conditions  of  health  and  mortality 
which  obtained  throughout  the  year  1909,  and  regret  that 
owing  to  the  continued  serious  Infant  mortality  and  an 
exceptional  amount  of  general  illness  in  the  early  months 
of  the  year,  induced  by  the  prevalence  of  Influenza,  the 
subjoined  statistics  do  not  afford  any  satisfactory  reading. 

The  Township  of  Tunstall  is  situated  at  the  northern 
extremity  of  the  Potteries  and  occupies  an  area  of  1750 
acres.  The  town  is  built  on  a  sloping  ridge  extending  from 
the  Burslem  boundary  in  the  south,  to  Goldenhill  in  the 
north,  the  streets  being  laid  out  regularly  to  the  east  and  west 
of  the  main  street,  which  may  be  described  as  occupying  the 
crest  of  the  ridge.  The  surface  of  the  soil  consists  mainly 
of  clays  or  marl  clay.  The  chief  industries  of  the  district  are 
the  manufacture  of  earthenware,  brickmaking,  and  coal  and 
ironstone  mining. 

POPULATION. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1901  was  19,492.  Since 
then  the  villages  of  Pittshill,  Chell  and  Goldenhill  have 
been  absorbed  by  the  Tunstall  Urban  District,  so  that  from 
this  cause  and  the  regular  growth  of  the  population,  the 
number  at  the  middle  of  the  year  1909,  may  be  estimated 
at  29,230.  Upon  these  figures  the  subjoined  statistics  are 
leased.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  according  to  the 
census  of  1901  was  3768,  while  at  the  present  time  they 
number  5,557,  distributed  as  follows  :  3,988  in  Tunstall, 
1,135  in  Goldenhill  and  434  in  Chell,  giving  an  average  of 
5*2  persons  per  house. 
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BIRTHS. 

923  Births  have  been  registered  during  the  year.  Of 
these  482  are  male  births,  and  441  female  births,  and 
represent  an  annual  rate  of  increase  of  3  1  '5  per  1,000  living. 
For  the  previous  year  the  figures  respectively  were  963  and 
rate  33*6.  The  averages  for  the  years  1899  to  1908  were 
respectively  852  and  37*3.  In  addition  the  Registrar  of 
the  Cemetery  notifies  the  interment  of  52  still-born  children. 
I  may  also  point  out  that  of  the  above  total  of  births  32 
were  registered  as  illegitimates. 


DEATHS. 

A  gross  total  of  680  deaths,  which  includes  deaths  of 
Tunstall  residents  and  non-residents  in  the  workhouse  and 
of  Tunstall  residents  in  institutions  beyond  the  district,  have 
to  be  taken  into  consideration.  Of  these  375  are  males, 
and  305  females,  and  indicate  an  annual  rate  of  mortality 
of  23*2  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  for  the  whole 
district.  If  we  exclude  the  workhouse  (in  which  101  deaths 
occurred)  from  our  calculations,  the  rate  works  out  at  2  cr  2 
while  if  we  still  include  the  workhouse  and  consider  only 
the  deaths  there  of  residents  of  Tunstall  the  rate  is  21  ’3. 
The  incidence  of  mortality  was  heaviest  in  the  months  of 
February,  March  and  November,  and  may  be  explained  in 
great  measure  by  seasonal  influences  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year,  when  influenza  and  a  general  condition  of  ill  health 
prevailed  ;  while  a  severe  epidemic  of  measles  which  pre¬ 
vailed  in  November  and  December,  had  also  a  very 
material  influence  in  swelling  the  mortality  rate.  The 
month  of  June  obtained  the  lowest  mortality  rate.

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

I  regret  to  report  that  little  or  no  improvement  in  this 
direction  can  be  recorded  for  the  year,  in  fact  the  statistics 
are  somewhat  higher  than  the  average  obtained  for  the  ten 
years  from  1899  to  1908,  and  we  are  in  the  unfortunate 
position  of  being  placed  in  the  black  list,  according  to  the 
standard  adopted  by  the  County  Medical  Officer. 
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i  q  i  Deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  have  been 
registered  during  the  year,  and  represent  an  annual  rate  of 
mortality  of  207  per  1 000  births  registered.  For  the  previous 
year  the  deaths  were  203,  and  the  rate  210  per  1000  births. 
The  prevalence  of  Whooping  Cough,  Measles,  and  their 
attendant  complications  of  Bronchitis  and  Pneumonia  have 
contributed  largely  to  bring  about  the  above  deplorable 
position.  I  feel  convinced  that  the  mortality  from  these 
causes  might  be  considerably  reduced  were  a  better 
acquaintance  with  nursing  methods  to  prevail,  and  an 
improved  system  of  housing  conditions  to  exist.  It  can¬ 
not  be  denied  that  considerable  improvement  has  been 
effected  during  the  past  ten  years  in  the  sanitary  conditions 
of  the  town,  and  although  the  housing  conditions  are  far 
from  satisfactory  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town.  Commend¬ 
able  activity  has  been  bestowed  by  the  Sanitary  Committee 
in  cleansing  the  external  conditions  of  the  dwellings,  so 
that  one  cannot  help  coming  to  the  conclusion  that  social 
evils  must  be  held  responsible,  in  a  great  measure  for  the 
heavy  infant  mortality-  Poverty,  whether  through  lack  of 
employment  or  drink,  the  dirty  state  in  which  houses  and 
children  are  kept,  and  the  ignorance  and  carelessness  as  to 
feeding  and  care  of  infants  are  the  main  factors. 

I  would  again  respectfully  urge  the  appointment  of  a 
Lady  Health  Visitor  as  a  means  of  reducing  this  blot  upon 
your  Sanitary  records.  The  adoption  of  the  Notification  of 
Births’  Act  involves  such  an  appointment,  and  I  believe  in 
this  new  departure  we  have  an  important  means  of  further 
improving  the  health  of  the  people.

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ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

75  Deaths  have  been  attributed  to  Zymotic  diseases, 
including  under  this  heading,  according  to  the  Registrar- 
General’s  classification  the  foil  >wing  seven : — viz.,  Small 
Pox,  Measles,  Scarlatina,  Diphtheria,  Fevers,  Whooping 
Cough,  and  Diarrhoea.  This  is  an  increase  of  20  when 
compared  with  the  previous  year,  and  is  made  up  mainly 
of  deaths  from  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough,  there  being 
24.  of  the  former  and  27  of  the  latter.  Diphtheria  claimed 
14  victims,  while  there  was  a  satisfactory  decrease  in  the 
deaths  from  Diarrhoea,  the  total  being  but  8. 

The  rate  works  out  at  2*5  per  1000  as  compared  with  1*9 
per  1000  for  the  preceding  year,  and  2*3  for  the  year  1907. 
The  heavy  mortality  from  Whooping  Cough  was  in  a  great 
measure  brought  about  by  the  complications  of  Bronchitis 
or  Pneumonia,  which  almost  invariably  ensued  in  the 
course  of  the  illness  The  disease  also  attacked  children  of 
very  tender  years,  who  unfortunately,  in  many  cases  received 
nursing  of  a  very  indifferent  character  and  in  homes  which 
were  not  conducive  to  the  successful  treatment  of  the 
disease.  With  regard  to  Measles  the  same  remarks  are 
equally  applicable.  The  disease  when  fatal  was  of  a  very 
virulent  type,  or  was  complicated  with  diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs,  while  the  children  affected  were  chiefly 
those  who  had  not  reached  or  only  just  began  school  life. 

The  epidemic  of  Diphtheria,  which  assumed  a  serious 
character  in  the  Goldenhill  district  at  the  close  of  1908, 
continued  for  some  time  in  the  early  months  of  the  year 
under  review.  A  special  report  dealing  with  the  outbreak 
was  presented  and  forwarded  to  the  Local  Government 
Board.  The  opinion  I  expressed  that  the  epidemic  was 
attributable  to  a  very  imperfect  drainage  system  has  been 
amply  confirmed  by  the  revelations  which  the  measures  you 
adopted  to  re-organize  the  drainage  system  disclosed.

DISEASES  OF  THE  NERVOUS  SYSTEM 

have  caused  89  deaths,  being  exactly  the  same  number  as 
were  recorded  for  the  preceding  year.  45  of  this  total  were 
attributed  to  Convulsions.  Unfortunately  the  word  Con¬ 
vulsions  does  not  precisely  indicate  the  disease  to  which 
death  is  attributed.  It  is  rather  a  word  designating 
a  sympton  rather  than  a  disease.  The  condition  is 
commonly  symptomatic  of  other  disease.  (1)  It  may  be 
the  indication  of  brain  disease,  such  as  meningitis  or  intra¬ 
cranial.  tumour,  or  even  a  fall  on  the  head.  (2)  It  may  be 
of  the  nature  of  regor  and  indicate  the  onset  of  an  acute 
fever,  such  as  Scarlet  Fever  or  Pneumonia.  (3)  Reflex 
irritation  may  cause  it,  due  to  unwise  diet  or  colic,  or 
teething,  or  the  presence  of  parasitic  worms  in  the  intestines. 
(4)  Lastly,  Convulsions  may  be  caused  by  toxic  conditions 
of  the  blood,  such  as  uranea,  and  some  cases  of  epidemic 
diarrhoea.  These  four  conditions  do  not  exhaust  the 
etiology  of  this  symptom,  which  is  always  aggravated,  if  not 
in  part  caused  by  constitutional  disease,  such  as  rickets  and 
possibly  syphilis.  But  be  it  caused  how  it  may,  Convulsions 
kills  upwards  of  13,000  infants  in  England  and  Wales  every 
year,  and  proves  to  be  most  fatal  in  the  first  weeks  of  life. 
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DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRATORY  SYSTEM 

have  caused  151  deaths,  an  increase  of  46  when  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.  Nearly  30  per  cent  of  this  total 
has  fallen  upon  children  under  one  year.  The  careless 
exposure  of  children  to  cold  is  doubtless  the  exciting  cause 
in  a  great  measure  of  these  diseases.  Infancy  is  a  time  of 
very  fine  physical  susceptibility,  and  in  no  respect  more  so 
than  in  bodily  temperature.  The  incidence  of  these 
diseases  was  noted  chiefly  in  the  months  of  February  and 
November  and  is  intimately  associated  with  sudden  seasonal 
changes. 

CONSTITUTIONAL  DISEASES 

have  caused  97  deaths,  an  increase  of  10  when  compared 
with  the  preceding  year.  33  of  the  cases  have  been  caused 
by  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  18  from  other  forms  of 
Tuberculosis.  These  are  diseases  generally  associated 
with  imperfect  ventilation,  overcrowding,  and  a  want  of 
cleanliness  in  the  person  and  surroundings.  The  measures 
to  be  adopted  to  combat  these  diseases  are  preventative 
and  curative.  Under  the  former  heading  may  be  included 
the  improvement  in  the  construction  and  ventilation  of  the 
work-rooms  in  many  of  the  potteries,  the  prevention  of  in¬ 
fection  in  milk  and  bovine  tuberculosis,  and  the  direct 
transference  of  the  disease  from  one  sufferer  to  another. 

With  regard  to  curative  measures  I  would  respectfully 
urge  the  adoption  of  some  scheme  whereby  sufferers  in  the 
early  stage  of  the  disease  might  have  the  benefit  of  treat¬ 
ment  at  some  of  the  numerous  Sanatoria  established  for 
treating  the  disease.  With  regard  to  the  more  advanced 
cases,  which  might  be  brought  to  your  notice  through  a 
system  of  notification,  they  should  be  regarded  as  infectious 
and  precautionary  measures  adopted  accordingly. 

REMOVAL  OF  NIGHT  SOIL  AND  ASHES. 

This  work  is  being  carried  out  in  a  very  energetic 
manner,  and  few,  if  any,  accumulations  are  to  be  found 
about  the  town.  I  regret  to  find  there  are  still  some  large 
ash  pits  in  existence  which  it  is  advisable  should  be 
abolished  and  be  replaced  by  galvanised  bins. 
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Continued  progress  is  being  made  in  the  abolition  of 
the  privy  system,  no  fewer  than  1 1 8  having  been  converted 
to  water  closets. 

The  water  closets  at  present  in  Tunstall  are  as  follows  :

There  are  1443  ash  pits  and  3019  ash  bins  in  the  district. 
The  latter  are  emptied  weekly,  and  the  former  periodically 
as  may  be  found  necessary. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION  AND 
SURROUNDINGS. 

The  work  of  investigating  the  causes  of  outbreaks  of 
infectious  disease  has  constantly  brought  under  my  notice 
defects  in  housing  accommodation,  and  the  surroundings 
of  the  houses.  Systematic  inspections  of  all  the  back 
premises  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  and  reported 
upon.  In  some  of  the  older  parts  of  the  town  the  back 
premises  of  many  of  the  houses  have  been  allowed  to  lapse 
into  a  bad  state  of  repair.  This  is  particularly  the  case  on 
the  south  side  of  Williamson  street,  Albert  street,  Water¬ 
gate  street,  Plex  street,  the  west  side  of  America  street, 
and  the  lower  end  of  Clayhills. 

Notices  have  been  served  upon  the  owners  to  obviate 
these  defects,  but  progress  has  been  very  slow.  Some 
progress  has  been  made,  but  much  remains  to  be  done  in 
providing  every  yard  with  a  portable  covered  galvanized 
bin  for  the  collection  of  ashes  and  house  refuse,  and  also 
the  total  abolition  of  open  ash  pits,  one  of  which  has  often 
to  do  duty  for  a  group  of  cottages. 
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There  are  numerous  instances  throughout  the  town  of 
yards  being  only  partially  paved.  A  strip  of  ground  is  left 
uncovered  and  but  rarely  is  anything  done  to  cultivate  it. 
It  is  very  desirable  that  this  arrangement  should  be  discon¬ 
tinued.  These  strips  of  ground  should  be  rendered  im¬ 
permeable  either  by  ashphalting  or  good  brick  paving.  At 
present  they  are  too  often  but  the  receptacles  for  all  sorts 
of  filth  and  house  rubbish. 

BLACK  SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

This  subject  has  again  had  the  earnest  attention  of  your 
Sanitary  Committee,  and  urgent  representations  have  been 
made  to  the  owners  of  the  offending  manufactories.  Some 
slight  improvement  has  to  be  reported,  but  further  con¬ 
siderable  progress  must  be  made  before  the  condition  can 
be  described  as  satisfactory. 

LODGING-HOUSES 

are  under  the  control  of  the  Police,  and  their  sanitary  con¬ 
dition  is  reported  upon  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  every 
month.  There  have  been  no  instances  of  infectious 
disease  in  any  of  the  houses  throughout  the  year. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  BAKEHOUSES. 

These  have  been  regularly  visited  and  their  condition 
reported  every  month.  They  all  comply  with  the  regula¬ 
tions,  but  I  would  again  respectfully  suggest  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  public  Abbatoir.  However  clean  and  well 
conducted  a  private  slaughterhouse  may  be,  when  in 
proximity  to  private  dwellings,  there  are  sure  to  be  com¬ 
plaints  and  grievances  from  the  residents  of  these  houses, 
concerning  smells  and  effluvia  from  the  slaughterhouses. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE.

49  cases  of  Diphtheria,  60  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  9  of 
Enteric  Fever  were  removed  for  treatment  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital.  With  regard  to  the  cases  nursed  at  home,  besides 
verbal  instructions,  a  printed  list  of  instructions,  and  an 
abstract  from  the  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act  have 
been  left  at  each  infected  house.  The  school  authorities 
have  also  been  notified  of  the  family  affected.  Disinfection 
of  rooms  is  in  all  cases  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 
Disinfectants  are  supplied  free  for  washing  and  disinfecting 
of  clothing  during  the  progress  of  the  infectious  cases. 
Permit  me  to  urge  the  necessity  of  the  town  being  provided 
with  a  steam  disinfector.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Eighth  Annual  Report  under  the 
Factory  and  Workshop  Act.  Systematic  visits  have  been 
paid  to  all  the  known  workshops  during  the  year.  With 
the  exception  of  a  few  of  the  premises,  which  required 
whitewashing,  there  was  little  to  complain  about.  No  cases 
of  over-crowding  were  observed,  and  no  underground  work¬ 
rooms  of  any  kind  exist  in  the  town.

For  the  year  ending  1909. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  of  submitting  to  your  notice  the 
Annual  Report  of  work  done  in  my  department  during 
the  year  1909. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  work  done  as  a  result  of 
my  inspection  of  this  district.  You  will  no  doubt  observe 
that  the  work  done  is  greatly  in  excess  of  notices  served, 
in  so  much  as  in  some  cases  one  notice  embraces  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  various  nuisances  that  require  attention  belonging 
to  one  owner. 

In  addition  to  the  preliminary  notices  served,  various 
nuisances  have  been  abated  by  letters  and  verbal  notice. 
The  greater  portion  of  these  having  been  complied  with, 
it  was  not  necessary  for  me  to  report  many  cases  to  your 
Sanitary  Committee. 


DRAINAGE. 

4 

During  this  period  145  New  Drains  have  been  laid  in 
various  parts  of  the  district,  118  insufficient  and  defective 
Privies  converted  to  Water  Closets,  77  foul  Water  Closets 
were  opened  and  cleaned,  1 1 3  Drains  were  opened,  cleaned, 
and  put  in  proper  repair,  1 1  Inspection  Chambers  were 
built,  15  Drains  trapped  that  had  a  direct  connection  with 
the  Sewers.  I  received  15  Complaints  from  householders 
respecting  the  condition  of  their  drainage  arrangements, 
on  examining  and  testing  same  I  found  most  of  these 
defective,  notices  were  served  upon  the  owners  of  the 
various  properties  calling  their  attention  to  same,  these 
were  complied  with  and  the  drains  rectified. 

During  the  past  year  the  following  back  passages  in 
Goldenhill  have  been  re-sewered  Cooper  street  and 
Taylor  street,  Taylor  street  and  John  street,  John  street 
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and  Heath  street,  Queen  street  and  Albert  street,  Back 
Wesley  street,  Wesley  street  and  High  street.  These 
Sewers  were  in  a  most  defective  condition,  and  also  the 
house  drains  connected  therewith.  I  have  seen  to  the 
reconstruction  of  the  house  drains  and  also  the  conversion 
of  privies  to  W.C’s.  where  the  sewers  have  been  re-laid. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  &  KNACKER’S  YARD. 

There  are  13  Slaughter  houses  and  1  Knacker’s  Yard  upon 
my  register,  although  some  of  these  are  only  used  on  rare 
occasions  I  have  found  it  necessary  at  various  times  during 
my  inspection  of  these,  to  serve  notices  and  also  call 
attention  to  the  want  of  cleanliness  during  the  time  of 
slaughtering  the  cattle,  as  it  is  absolutely  certain  that  too 
much  care  cannot  be  exercised  or  the  places  kept  too  clean 
where  the  preparation  of  human  food  is  in  progress.  There 
has  been  a  slight  improvement  in  this  respect  during  the 
past  year,  and  with  constant  supervision  I  have  no  doubt 
that  this  will  greatly  improve  in  the  near  future.  I  have 
had  110  occasion  to  seize  any  animals  during  the  past  year 
as  being  unsound  or  unfit  for  human  food. 

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES  &  MILKSHOPS. 

There  are  55  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen  and  Milksellers 
upon  my  register.  I  have  inspected  these  at  various  periods 
during  the  year,  and  found  it  necessary  in  19  cases  to  serve 
notices  for  the  whitewashing  and  cleansing  of  the  premises, 
especially  the  clearing  out  of  manure  prior  to  milking  of 
the  cattle. 

RECEPTACLES  FOR  ASHES. 

Several  large  ashpits  have  been  abolished  during  the  past 
year,  and  have  been  replaced  with  galvanized-iron  bins, 
also  174  receptacles  for  ashes  have  been  provided  through 
dilapidation  and  other  causes. 

SMOKE. 

Much  time  has  been  spent  during  the  past  year  in  making 
observations  under  this  heading,  for  the  undue  emission  of 
black  smoke  from  the  various  Factory  chimneys  in  the  dis¬ 
trict,  some  improvement  was  made,  but  unless  constant 
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observation  is  continued  the  various  appliances  that  have 
been  fixed  at  some  of  the  Factories  are  not  used,  and  the 
nuisance  will  still  continue.  It  has  been  found  necessary 
on  several  occasions  where  the  appliances  for  the  consump¬ 
tion  of  smoke  are  fixed  to  either  call  or  write  to  the  owners 
to  see  that  they  are  put  to  use  ;  still  I  have  to  report  pro¬ 
gress  to  you  in  this  respect,  but  still  much  remains  to  be 
done  to  cleanse  the  air  from  these  impurities. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  past  year  205  cases  of  Infectious  Disease 
were  notified,  comprising  93  Diphtheria,  78  Scarlet  Fever, 
21  Erysipelas,  10  Enteric  Fever  3  of  Puerperal  Fever. 
Of  these  1 1 8  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  viz. 
60  cases  of  Diphtheria,  49  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  9  cases  of 
Enteric  Fever.  I  have  visited  and  inspected  the  homes 
and  seen  all  patients  safely  placed  in  the  Ambulance  where 
the  same  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

In  all  cases  I  inspected  the  premises  with  a  view  to  find¬ 
ing  of  any  insanitary  conditions  that  would  tend  to  originate 
any  of  the  said  diseases.  In  many  cases  insufficient  privies, 
drains  and  foul  ashpits  were  condemned,  the  owners  notified 
of  these,  they  afterwards  were  put  in  a  sanitary  condition. 
The  premises  were  disinfected  in  all  cases,  and  in  37  houses 
the  rooms  were  fumigated  where  the  patient  had  remained 
at  home. 


CANAL  BOATS. 

I  have  inspected  76  Canal  Boats  during  this  period  and 
found  it  necessary  in  3  cases  to  serve  notices  for  the 
remedying  of  contraventions  under  the  Canal  Boats’  Acts, 
viz.  Dilapidated  Roof  1,  Overcrowding  1,  Absence  of 
Certificate  i .  It  was  not  necessary  in  any  of  the  above 
cases  to  take  legal  proceedings,  the  ordinary  blue  notices 
were  served  for  the  remedying  of  the  said  contraventions, 
they  were  duly  signed  and  returned  within  the  specified 
time  contained  thereon. 

No  case  of  Infectious  Disease  was  reported  upon  a  Canal 
Boat,  therefore  it  was  not  necessary  for  me  to  detain  any 
Boat  for  disinfecting.  The  general  appearance  of  the 
Boats  seem  to  show  a  distinct  improvement  each  year.
